In the matter of the above-identified application, and in response to the Office 
communication mailed November 1, 2002, Applicants reply as follows. 

Claims 1-20 are pending in the application. In the Office communication, the 
Examiner identified two inventions: Group I (claims 1-13 and 17-20), drawn an apparatus for 
creating an array, and Group II (claims 14-16), drawn to a method for creating a deposition 
domain. 

Applicants elect the Group I claims 1-13 and 17-20 with traverse. 



Applicants respectfully submit that all claims of the present application could be 
examined together without placing any serious burden on the United States Patent and 
Trademark Office. The claims of Groups I and II are so closely related to one another that, 
for efficiency, they should be examined in a single application.
